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1 . Applicant argues that Popik does not have a bore formed in an end of the 
reciprocating shaft. However, Popik has two bores formed in an end of the shaft, 
namely the two bores that fixed bearings 545 slide in. These bores are integral with the 
shaft and definitely at the end of the shaft.
